R eport o f the C om m ittee o f the House o f R epre­ 
sentatives, appointed! to investigate the affairs 
o f the B ank o f the U nited States. 


[Presented May 2*2, 1884.] 
TJ» Committee appointed in pursuance of a reso­ 
lution of the House of Representatives, passed on the 
4th day of April, by which it was 
Resolved, That for the purpose of ascertaining, as 
far as practicable, the cause of the commercial embar­ 
rassment and distress complained of by numerous citi- 
.«cris of the United States, in sundry memorials, which 
liave been presented to Congress at the present session, 
md of inquiring whether the charter of the Bank of the 
ruited States has been violuted, and also what corrup­ 
tions and abuses have existed in its management 
whether it has used its corporate power, or money, to 
control the press, to interfere in politics, or influ­ 
ence elections ; and whether it has had any agency, 
through its management or money, in producing the ex­ 
isting pressure, a Select Committee be appointed to in 
spect the books, and examine into the proceedings of 
said Bank, who shall report whether the provisions of 
the charter have been violated or not ; and, also, what 
abuses, corruptions, or mal-practices, have existed in 
the management of said Bank ; and that the said 
Committee be authorized to send for persons and 
papers, and to summon and examine witnesses, on 
oath, and to examine into the affairs of the said Bank 
and Branches. 
And they are further authorized to 
visit the principal Bank, or any of its Branches, for the 
purpose of inspecting the books, correspondence, ac­ 
counts, and other papers connected with its manage­ 
ment or business ; and that the said committee be re­ 
quired to report the result of such investigation, together 
with the evidence they may take, at as early a day as 
practicable— 
Respectfully submit the following Report, in part 
of their proceedings, so far as they have found it 
practicable to discharge the duties devolved on them. 
Charged, particularly to examine into the conduct 
mid condition 
of the Bank of the United States, 
they have endeuvored, most anxiously to ascertain cor­ 
rectly the true character of that highly responsible and 
delicate trust. 
To judge rightly of the proceedings of the House of 
Keptesentatives, and of its Committee, towards the 
Bank, it must be borne constantly in mind, that that 
corporation differs essentially from an ordinary banking 
company, incorporated for private hen^Hi 
Th« 


attention to its proceeding«. 
If th ere had b een a doubt 
whether the conduct o f the Bank had been p h o i o .r 
o n n o t , the House w as fu lly ju stified in investi­ 
g atin g into the fa c ts, and 'inquiring 
whether 
a b u s e s had been com m itted or not. 
H e would v o te 
lor a n y in q u iry, in its b roadest s h a p e .” 
The resolution of Mr Spencer was adopted, and a 
roinniittee appointed, who visited the principal Bank at 
I hiludeiplua and some of its branches. 
They had free 
unrestrained access to the books and papers o f the 
Bank. 
They were furnished by the officers with such 
extracts and copies from thè books and papers as they 
called for. 
They summoned before them the Directors 
and officers of the Bank, and examined them on oath 
touching their conduct and proceedings. 
And the Com­ 
mittee made to the House, on the lbth January, 1819, 
an elaborate report, from which we learn that their 
inquiries had been chiefly directed “ to the g e n e r a l 
m anagem ent o f the Bank and the conduct o f its 
officers." 
The transactions of private citizens with the 
Bank were then freely and fully examined. 
Individu­ 
al transactions of the President and Directors of the 
Bank, in the purchase of its stock, were fully investi­ 
gated, and those officers sworn and required to testify 
befoie the Committee, 
Though deeply affected, per­ 
sonally^ and officially, by these developments, they 
never hesitated or objected to obey the process or to give 
their testimony. 
° 
The names o f the borrowers from the Bank were 
published without scruple, with the amount of money 
due from each, whenever, and not otherwise, such a 
publication was deemed necessary to illustrate the im­ 
proper conduct or mal-administration of its officers. 
I Ins precedent, to which the Committee o f 1832 
strictly conformed, is entitled to high respect from the 
eminent character of those by whom it was established, 
and who have justly enjoyed high reputations for purity 
ot purpose and distinguished attainments. 
It any additional reason for deference to this contem­ 
poraneous construction of the 23d section o f the charter 
be neceasary, it may be found in the fact that the Di­ 
rectors of the Bank in 1819 themselves assented to it. 
I hev conceded to the Committee of the House the right 
to inspect «//their books and papers in such manner as 
that Committee thought just and proper. 
Besides, those 
who now have the management of the Bank, in 1832

standing and future misrepresentations, it was desirable 
that each question should be decided separately.

customers, your committee, following the example of 
the committee ot 183*2, adopted a resolution declaring

A copy of these resolutions was fur­ 
nished to the Committee o f D irecto rs, in the hope that I

On the 28th ult. this committee assembled at the 
banking house, and again found the room they expected 
to find set apart for their use, pre-occupied by the Com­ 
mittee of Directors, and others, officers of the Bank— 
And instead o f such assurances as they had u right to 
expect, they received copies of two resolutions adopted 
by the Board ot Directors, in which they were given to 
understand that their continued occupation of the room 
must be considered a favor, and not a matter of right ; 
and in which the Board indulge in unjust commentaries 
on the House of Representatives ; and intimate an ap- 
prehension that your committee design to make their 
examinations secret, partial, 
unjust, oppressive, and 
contrary to common right. 


\V lien this communication had been read, your com­ 
mittee adjourned to meet at their own cnuinber, at the 
North American Hotel. 
Notwithstanding all that had 
occurred, the correspondence witii the committee of 
directors was continued. 
If in so doing an error was 
committed, let it be imputed to the belief that great for­ 
bearance well became the Committee of the immediate 
representatives of the PeojJ«.

On the day named, the Board addressed a written 
communication to the committee, declaring, “ tliat they 
cannot comply with that part of the resolution of the 
committee of investigation which requires that certain 
hooks of the Bank be sent to the North American Ho­ 
tel, this day, at 11 o ’clock. 
Your committee are of opinion that this refusal of the 
board o f directors to submit the books of the Bank to 
the inspection of your committee, is a violation of the 
Bank charter, au«l a contempt of the laws and authority 
o f the House of Representatives. 
I he reasons for this opinion need not be here repeat­ 
ed or enlarged. 
It has been maintained, anil is insisted, that the right 
to inspect the books of the Bank, carries with it the 
power to perform tliat office out of the banking house, 
if it cannot be done conveniently and effectually therein! 
and your committee cannot perceive that just ground of 
complaint exists against a claim o f power, in a commit­ 
tee of either House of Congress, which, by the law?, 
and with a wise regar«! to the public interest, is conced­ 
ed to the judicial tribunals of both the Federal and ¡State 
Governments. 
The facts already stated, «lèmonstrate that a room 
could not be procured in the Bank for the use of the 
committee, without a concession not to be recalled, 
which would have made your committee dependent on 
the courtesy of the Directors o f the Bank at every step 
ol the imjuiry, and the various communications received 
from the directors and their committee, annexed to this 
report, will fully corroborate this statement 
Having failed to acooiriplish the object of procuring 
the books of the Bank for insp<;ction, at their committee 
room, your committee felt it to be their duty to demand 
their submission for that purpose, at the Bank, of the 
President and Cashier of the Bank, the usual and gen­ 
eral agents of the corporation. 
For that purpose, on 
the 5th day of May, having apprised the committee of 
directors of their intention, at one o’clock they repaired 
to the Bank and then required the President and Cash­ 
ier each of them respectively, to produce certain of the 
books of tbe Bank, for inspection of the committee.— 
This was refused by each of those officers, for reasons 
stated in writing, and to be found in the appendix to 
this report. 
In this refusal, your committee believe there was a 
substantial violation of the Bauk charter, and a con- 


Your committee, acting under the instructions of the 
Mouse ot Representatives, without power to modify or

information which they had directed your Committee to

Believing they had now exhausted in their efforts ot 
Mwcute the duty devolved upon them, all reasonable 
means depending solely upon the provisions of the Bunk 
charter, to obtain the inspection o f the books of this 
corporation, your committee w«*e at last reluctantly 
compelled to resort to the suhp. nas which had been 
furnished them und« the seal of this House, and attest- 
b.V'** Glcrk. 
rl*hey, thereby, «»« the 9tb inat. di- 
rocted the Marshal of the Eastern District of Pennsylva­ 
nia to summon Nicholas Biddle, President, and thirteen 
other persons, Directors of the Bank, to attend at their 
< ommitiee-room, on the next «Jay, at 12 O’clock, at 
noon, to testify concerning the matters o f which your 
omrmttoe w«*re authorized to inquire, and to firinr»

of Directors, and the information furnished. 
Though 
useful, it was comparatively unimportant. 
Tho Board of Directors, after deliberation, refused 
to comply with the other calls, for reasons which will 
be found in their resolution in the Appendix, and which 
reasons deserve examination, as manifesting the delib­ 
erate purpose of the Directors to resist all attempts to 
examine into the proceedings of the corporation in the 
latitude required by your resolution. 
J hey say, that the Board of Directors do not feel 
themselves at liberty to comply with the requirement of 
the Committee o f Investigation, because “ part” o f the

copies called for “ relate to 
Board have no control.” 


This reason, it is plain, cannot have had much weight 
m producing the decision of the Board. 
If only a part 
ot the information d«*sir«*d wu« beyond the control o f the 
Board, that fact could have been* stated, and this com- 
mittee would have cheerfully received the residue.

. ^oard K.y, they cannot comply, because it 
would be impossible for them to do so “ within any 
reasonable tune, having ascertained, by a cureful ex­ 
amination, tluit the copies and statements called for by 
the resolutions oi the 29th ultimo alone, would require 
the uninterrupted labor of two clerks for at least ten 
months.” 
1 iiis reason, it is also fair to presume, could not have 
materially influenced the decision of the Board. 
If in 
truth, an entire compliance with all 
the resolutions 
would require great labor, still that did not justify the 
refusal to comply with any one of them. 
Besides, the 
Whole objection could have been obviated bv the em­ 
ployment of more clerks than two, the compensation to 
whom, il paid either by the Banker this com m ittee, 
worn*! hove been well expended in gratifying the re­ 
quirement of the House oi Representatives. * 
3d. The Board say they cannot “ comply, inasmuch

i he Marshal served the summons in due form of law, 
and at the time appointed, the persons therein n am ed 
appeared before the I 'ommittee and presented a written 
communication signed by each of them, as the answer

the appendix to this report.) 
In this paper they declare 
that they d«> not produce the books required, because 
they are not in the custody of either of us, but as has 
been heretofore stated, o f the Board,” and add, “ con­ 
sidering tluit as corporators and Directors, we are par­ 
ties to the proceeding— we do not consider ourselves 
bound to testify, and therefore respectfully decline to do 
so.” 
Vour committee will not dwell long to answer these 
technical excuses for tins contempt of the, lawful man- 
ilato oi the House, 
’lliey are to be found at large in 
the written documents ubove referred to. Most of them, 
it is believed, have been already satisfactorily answered! 
The two novel excuses herein set forth, cannot but be 
condemned as insufficient. The first is founded on a very 
refine«! distinction between the jiower ot the Directors 
as persons and as corporators. 
The same persons have 
and have not power to submit the books. 
As corpora­ 
tors, tlie custody of the books is in them ; but as indi­ 
viduals, although follectively assembled, the same books 
are not under their control. 
Thus, by an attenuated 
technicality, lh«; lawful authority of the House is to be 
defied. 
If ia one room o f the Ba**k thev must be es­ 
teemed as “ individual citizens,*’ who may lawfully dis­ 
regard a subpoena ducoa tecum, because they have not 
th# hook demanded— if, in another room of the same 
house by a transmigration not known to Heathen philoso­ 
phy, their identity Is gone ; they have become mere 
ideal creatures, on which not even a supu-na ad testifi­ 
candum can be sreved. 
I o make this excu.se still more 
extraordinary let it bo remembered that seven of tbe 
gentlemen by whom it is offered had been appointed by 
the Board of Directors to exhibit the book« of the Batik 
for inspection, and oi course must have had the right to 
that exclusive possession for that purpose. 
The reason assigned for the refusal to be sworn is 
parallel with that which has just been considered— that 
as corporators anil Directors, they are parties to the pro­ 
ceedings of the House, and therefore not bound to give 
testimony. 
It is a humane rule to be found in the crim­ 
inal law', which declare* tliat no mansliail be compelled; 
to criminate himself, and one which this committee would 
be uimfiling, under any circumstances to dgny, but vour 
committee are uot urware of any principle of evidence 
which will excuse a person for refusing to give testimo­ 
ny, simply becuuse it may subject him to a civil action.
